With the gradual approach of the war towards the threshold of this| 
Dominion, the importance of complete unity of the people of Canada and 
perfect accord and harmony between all governmental units, political parties | 
and all classes and creeds, nationalities and groups is becoming daily more 
apparent. 

This is very essential if this country is not to fall a victim to the first 
arm of aggression of the Nazi foe—propaganda designed to undermine 
morale and to create dissension, fear and a feeling of helplessness and hope- 
lessness. This is the most dangerous of all the weapons employed by Hitler 
as the swift march of events in Europe has demonstrated only too well. 

In every country which has been so far subjugated by the Hitler 
hordes, the arch-enemy of democracy has utilized propaganda for his first 
onslaught against his potential victims. In his book Mein Kampf he has 
plainly told the world that that was to be his strategy and that is one 
promise that he has carried out to the letter, with dire results to those who 
might have withstood his legions, had they but heeded this warning. 

The Hitlerian program is to first weaken his intended victims from 
within, literally to encourage and assist them with poisoned propaganda to 
pave the way for an easy walk over with bombers, tanks and all the other 
weapons of the Nazi war machine. To date the British alone have taken 
the sting out of this insidious, lethal weapon and‘have called Herr Hitler's! 
bluff. Canadians, too, are made of sterner stuff than others who have} 
succumbed to the poisoned wells of German propaganda and can he relied 
upon to halt the foe on this slippery battlefield. If the people of this coun- | 
try unite to resist these first advances and rout the enemy on that ground 
there can be no doubt of the ultimate outcome of the more tangible phases 
of the conflict. 


* * * * 
East-West Unity 

There are those who, because of the complexity of the population of 
this country, feared that Hitler's agents might find Canada a fertile soil in| 
which to sow the seeds of discord, fear and demoralization, but any such 
fear which might have been harbored by a few has been completely dispelled. 

Perhaps never in the history of this country have the people of .the 
Dominion been so united in a common cause as they are to-day—determined 
to root out all those who would espouse even a semblance of the horrible 
Nazi doctrines and to preserve intact for themselves and their posterity, 
the great heritage of freedom and liberty which many Canadians inherited 
as their birthright and which the great majority of the others came here| 
to seek and to find. . ie 

In Western Canada, comprised as it is of many diverse nationals, of 
many creeds, many races and many tongues, we find nothing but complete 
unity of purpose, an intense desire to sink all petty differences, an intent 
earnestness to bend every energy to the winning. of this war to the end that 
those things which we value so highly may be conserved to us, our children 
and our children’s children. 

We have strong evidence that the same unity of purpose: binds the 
Anglo-Saxon and the French constituents in Eastern Canada in a strong, 
well knit common bond of sympathy and understanding. Here is the testi- 
mony of Le Jour, powerful French language newspaper published in Mont- 
real, the citadel of French-Canadian Quebec: @ 

“About the war and the need to win it, French-language Canadians 
think just like all the rest of the country. About 85 per cent. are pro-Bri- 
tish in the present crisis and about 95 per cent. are passionately anti-Nazi. 
Just give me a chance to poll public opinion,” says the editor, “and I am| 
sure that I could prove that these figures are not exaggerated.” 

In this comforting editorial, the editor of Le Jour cites ‘four striking | 
assertions which show the attitude of mind of French-language Canadians: 
1.—The complete failure of the theatrical Houdist thrust; 2.—Duplessis’ de- 


‘feat; 8.—The complete victory of the men responsible for our participation 


in the war; 4.—The perfect order which marked the three days of national 
registration.  - 

“Isn't this enough proof for you?” continues Le Jour. “If not, go 
amongst the people and ask them reasonable questions, chat with .our 
people, and you will see how the great agony of our era is shared by nearly | 
three million French-language Canadians, who, since the downfall of France, 
more than ever feel the need to forget their childish bickerings of the past, | 
so as to unite themselves with all the other defenders of our country that is 
now in danger, with that nationality which has nevertheless, respected our 
language and our traditions for the ‘past 180 years and along with whom 
we hope to develop a free, prosperous and happy life.” 


| 


_ Strong evidence, surely, that all Canadians are prepared to sink nar- 
row differences and partisan strife. Let this spirit prevail from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific and Canada will give a good account of herself in this 
great fight, whether the struggle is brought to these shores or whether it 
is confined to the other side of the ocean.

GRASSHOPPER WARNING 


The following bulletin has been is- 
sued from the field corps branch of 
the provincial department of agricul- 
ture: 


“It is essential that farmers residing 
in’ grasshopper infested areas of the 
province accept greater responsibility 
than usual for protecting their own 
crops from destrutcion by grasshoppers. 

“Where grasshoppers were numer- 
ous this year, it is reasonable to as- 
sume they may be much more abun- 
dant next season, unless effective pre- 


cautions are taken. You are within | 


the area where it is expected ‘he 
plague will be severe in 1941. 

“There are two classes of grasshop- 
pers: 

1 “Those that lay eggs in head- 
lands, roadsides or other grassy loca- 
tions, 

2 “Those that lay their eggs in 
grain and stubble fields during and 
after harvest. 

“The first class attack grain fields 
from the outside and can be poisoned 


on their breeding grounds or at the; 


margins of the crops being attacked. 
“The second class of grasshoppers 
is more difficult to destroy. In the 
spring, the eggs, which have been ‘aid 
in great numbers over the entire field, 
hatch out and the young hoppers des- 
troy the entire crop before effective 
control measures can be applied. It is 
almost impossible to save a crop so 
infested. The hoppers may be destroy- 
cd by poisoning, but the crop is usually 
lost. If the hoppers are not destroycd, 
they may migrate to adjacent fields 


ae wen ee re wt \ 
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to continue their destruction. 


In 1941 it is quite probable that, 
due to enforced’ economy, nnison of 
grasshoppers may have to be confined 
to crops produced on summerfallow 
and properly cultivated stubble end. 

“Therefore, we strongly urge you to 
i seed only summerfallowed land in 1941 
if you wish to avoid loss. 

“If you must seed some crop on land 
that you shallow cultivate all such 
that was cropped in 1940, it is urgent 
stubble fields to depth of not more 
tha two inches, thus exposing the eggs 
i where sun and wind can dry them out. 
|The egg-pods extend only an inch to 
an inch and a half below the soil sur- 


face. so whether you use a cultivator, | 
(peers disc or blade weeder, care eo, | 


be exercised to avoid going too deeply, 
thus recovering the eggs with soil and 
trash. A cultivator with two inch teeth 
will do a good job and leave most 
stubble standing for snow trap. Many 
farmers report that poison bait has 
keen ummecessary to save the crops 


after careful cultivation of stubble 
fields. 

Keeping in mind the fact that pols- 
cn bait ‘may not be available for stub- 
bled-in crops,’ we urge you to refrain 
from cropping land in 1941 that was 
not summerfallowed in 1940. If this 
policy is followed, next year’s pois- 
oning campaign will not be waged in 
grain fields but rather on head-lands 
and in fields being summerfallowed, 
where the hopper can be confined and 
| poisoned with very little trouble’ or

We must expand the production of 
materials for the armies at the front, 
and we must increase the volume of 
cxports, particularly to the United: 
States. Exports are shipments out of 
Canada in payment; for the raw mat- 
erlal which we import into Canada and 
use in our own factories in the pro- 
duction of implements of war. We are 
holding our own in this regard. Can- 
adian exports to the U.S. in Tune 1939 
were $26,410,000 — in 1940 dey were 
$39,350,000. This does not include ex- 
ports of monetary gold. 

War is costly—so is a depression. The 
national] income in 1929 was 4,718 mil-- 
lion dollars, In 1933 it was 2,632. In: 
this year’s budget,, Colonel Ralston, 
then Minister of Finance, estimated: 
that the national income would reach. 
4,500 million in the fiscal year ending 
March 31st next. Measured in purchas- 
ing power the income of the Canadian 
people will reach a new peak this year, 
War taxes, of course, will take a part 
of this—but with all our taxes we shall 
have more money to spend than in 
any year since the depression. War 
aes prosperity, but oat tremendous 
cost. 
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
